Senator du Pont Reported 
Dying in Hiccoug hA ttack

Irvington-On-Hudson, N. Y., Jan. 27. 
Gen. T. Coleman du Pont, multimillion- 
aire manufacturer and United States 
Senator from Delaware, was reported 
near death today at his home here. 

A severe attack of hiccoughs, compli- 
cated by pleurisy, was said to be sap- 
ping his strength, which had not been 
great since he underwent a delicate 
throat operation at Manhattan Eye and 
Ear Hospital last October. 

Although his Irvington household 
would not admit the seriousness of the 
situation, it was learned that from Wil- 
mington, Del., Frank Coleman du Pont, 
a son, had started for his father’s bed- 
side, and other members of the family 
had been summoned. & 

Gen. du Pont, in his sixty-fifth year, 
suffered a brief attack of hiccoughs 


once before, soon after his operation. 
Hypnotic treatments then saved him. 

In the operation, the senator's vocal 
organs were entirely excised, but he 
was enabled to speak through an arti- 
ficial larynx installed by surgeons. Dr 
John E. MacKenty, senior surgeon of 
the eye and ear hospital staff, who per- 
formed the throat operation, was said 
to be at the Du Pont home today, but 
his office in New York refused detalls 
It is understood there have been several 
relapses since the operation. 

A spokesman for the family admitted 
that the general was “very weak,” but 
denied his condition was more grave 
than it was two weeks ago, when the 
hiccoughing was most severe.

Teaching of acronautics in Washing- 
ton elementary and secondary schools

“As a technical phase of the general 
subject of physics now taught, it 1s 
Only logical that we should teach the 
basic principles of aeronautics as our 
course in science is further developed. 
Its addition will prove an important 
contribution to our present physics 
course.”

Bad Judgment and Inexperience Declared Leading 
Causes of Human Failure—Steel Fuselage Has 


Made Planes Safer, 


Navy Report Says. 


The human factor and not the 
mechanical element is most often 
responsible for airplane accidents, ac- 
cording to a report made yesterday by 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy De- 
partment, following an exhaustive 
study of flying accidents, 

The report stated that an improve- 
ment in safe flying of 340 per cent 
has been brought about in six years 
by the natural evolution of aviation 
ind pointed out that with an analysis 
of causes of accidents they may be 
even im- 
provement made. ' 

“Eighty per cent of the fatalities 
xecurring during the years covered by 
the analysis,” the report said, “can be 
traced directly to personnel.” 

The two leading causes of failure of 
the human element are bad judgment 
and inexperience, the report stated. 
This is forcefully shown when the 
report brings out the fact that pllots 
with an average annual flying time of 
400 hours have 40 per cent fewer acci- 
dents than those with 100 hours and 
those with a total experience of 1,500 
hours flying time show a 75 per cent 
reduction tn crash probability as com- 


pared with those with 400 hours. 


The safest procedure, therefore, the 
report brings out, is to permit pilots to 
fly as much as possible and thus ac- 
quire the experience which prevents ac- 
cidents. 

In construction, the report shows 
that the type of plane with welded steel 
fuselage, as used at present, is 75 per 
cent safer in crash than the earlier type 
where the fuselage was made of wood 
with wire bracing. More than two- 
thirds of the accidents attributed to 
s0-called engine failures are not a 
fundamental fault of the power plant, 
but, in the final analysis, the report 
brings out, can be traced to faulty op- 
eration, maintenance or inspection. 

The report said that in oases where a 
pilot is flying a passenger who 1is not 
familiar with aviation, or a sick passen- 
ger or one “incapable of looking after 
his own safety,” the records show that 
“the pilot can and has risen to the oc- 
casion with a record of only a few acci- 
dents.” 

With the report before them, it was 
announced, naval officials are making 
efforts to give pilots opportunity of fly- 
ing more frequent™. Letters of com- 
mendation will be written to com- 
manding officers of units with best 
records for safety.»

Fiscal operations of the District of 
Columbia during the year ended June 


30, 1927, resulted in a net cash surplus 
of $1,883,550, according to financial sta- 
tistics of the City Government issued 
yesterday by the Census Bureau. 

Total revenue receipts amounted to 
$38,567,751, or $72.22 per capita, while 
total expenditures, including perma- 
nent improvements and public enter- 
prises, maintenance and operation, and 
interest on indebtedness, amounted to 
$36,684,201. 

Property taxes, amounting to $21,- 
280,819, or $39.85 per capita, represented 
53.7 per cent of the total revenue for 
the fiscal year 1927, as compared with 
50.7 per cent for 1926, and 42.8 per cent 
in 1918. The assessed valuation on 
property subject to ad valorem taxes 
was $1,523,587,697. The per capita 
property tax increased #2.98 over the 
436.87 per capita of 1926, and nearly 
doubled the $20.68 per capita propert) 
tax of 1918.

| CANADIAN REPORT 
ASKS SUPPRESSION 
OF LIQUOR EXPORTS 


Wholesale Houses All Formed 
to Smuggle Goods to U.S., 
Says Commission. 


DENIAL OF CLEARANCE 
PAPERS IS ADVOCATED 


Action to Halt Illicit Rum and: 


Cigarette Invasion of 
Dominion Urged. 


Ottawa, Jan. 27 (A.P.).—Cancellation 
of customs bonds held by Mquor ex- 
porting firms on the ground that al- 
most without exception these compa- 
nies are formed for the sole purpose of 
emuggling to the United States is rec- 
ommended in the final report of the 
royal commission on customs and ex- 
cise which was offered in the House of 
Commons today. The commission, 
which has been holding public hearings 
in every province for fourteen months, 
reported that no amendment to the 
antismuggling treaty is necessary if 
,Syuegestions it makes are embodied in 
legislation or regulation. Notwithstand- 
ing the treaty, it was found, smuggling 
to the United States “is still persisting 
on a somewhat extensive scale.” 

“This smuggling has been greatly fa- 
Cilitated.” the report reads, “by indl- 
Viduals, firms and corporations cCarrye | 
ing on business in certain provinces of | 
Canada as exporters of liquor. 


“We are convinced that the export | 


houses are established in practically ev- 
ery case for the sole purpose of selling 
liquor to be smuggled into the United 
States and that they exist for no legiti- 
mate purpose whatever. Some of these 
export houses have customs bonds, and 
we would recommend that all these 
bonds be canceled, 


Would Stop Clearances. 


“As all of the provinces of Canada 
have either assumed control over the 
sale of liquor or have prohibited it 
altogether, the principle of the Doherty 
act should, in our opinion, be extended 
to-prohibit the export from any of these 
provinces by any one other than the 
provincial governments or the manu- 
facturer.” 

The commission also 
that clearances be prohibited to vessels 
Or vehicles of all kinds carrying a cargo 
of liquor to the United States as an 
effective method of carrying out the 
intent of the treaty between 
countries.

TEACHING AERONALCTICS, 

Harry F. Gugse president of the 
Daniel Guggenheim Foundation for the Pro- 
tiotion of Aeronautics, has announced a plan 
whereby the institution will undertake to teach 
$chool children the rudiments of aeronautics. 
The foundation already has spent some $800,- 
000 for establishment of aeronautical engi- 
neering and aviation courses in 
several American colleges, in addition to the 
$500,000 grant which made possible the estab- 
lishment of the schoo! of aeronautics at New 
York University. These undertakings, accord- 
ing to the announcement, come under the head 
of adult education. The new move is explained 
aS follows:

The fund believes that if the next 
generation is to be “‘air-minded” and 
to accept. transportation by air with 
all the confidence derived from 
familiarity and understanding, it is 
necessary to extend the plan of ed- 
ucation to include elementary and 
secondary schools throughout the 
country.

WOMEN’S CIGARETTE BILL, 


The total revenue received by the Treasury 
Department from taxes on manufactured to- 
bacco of all kinds, other than that used in the 
factory-made cigarettes and cigars, for the 
calendar year 1927 was only $70,940,673.84, 
while cigarettes paid Into the Treasury in taxes 
the comfortable sui of $291,620,773.46. This 
is greater by more than $23,000,000 than the 
cigarette revenue. during the preceding’ year, 

There. could be no more eloquent testimony 
as to the growth of the cigarette habit than 
that exhibited by the Treasury figures. Cig- 
arettes are the least profitable merchandise 
sold by tobacconists, All the big corporations 
that conduct chain stores have put forth

cigars and smoking tobacco instead of the less 
profitable cigarettes. But cigar taxes fell off 
about $5,000,000, and revenue from all other 
kinds of manufactured smoking material was

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TEETH—THEIR CARE. 


$)* you know that we Americans 
have a reputation for good-look- 
ing teeth? Only by meticulous 
and systematic care can we hope to re- 
tain that reputation, 

If nature can be criticized at all, she 
may be criticized for the inadequate 
structures in our mouths. One dent- 
ist tells me that teeth are “architectur- 
ally unsound.” In addition, our mod- 
ern eating habits—the soft foods and 
the overabundance of sweets—contrib- 
ute to a native tendency toward 
trouble with our chewing Implements. 


Neglect Is disastrous—not only to the 
bone and enamel structures themselves, 
but to one’s. general health. 
become quite a standing Joke that no 
matter what ill one takes to the family 
physician, he asks, “Have you had your 
teeth looked after?” But doctors know 
and appreciate the relation between 
sound teeth and good health. 

A beauty kit for the mouth should 
have in it: 

1. An efficacious dentifrice (most cf 
those on the market today are excel- 
lent). 

2. A carefully chosen toothbrush. 

3. A mouth wasn. 

4. A fine orange-wood stick. 


5. A spool of dental! floss. 

Every. morning the teeth and gums 
should be vigorously brushed with an 
up and down movement of a brush 
that has sturdy bristles. Perhaps it will 
be found more pleasant to soften the 
stiff dry bristles by soaking the brush 
in a glass of hot water for a few mo- 
ments. The dentifrice should be applied 
to the brush and a thorough cleansing 
follow. This means that the left and 
right sides of the mouth are brushed as 
well as the front. 

A mouth wash, in weak solution, 

ghould be used for rinsing purposes. A 
few drops of tincture of myrrh in a 
half glass of water used as a mouth 
wash and brushed lightly over the gums 
has a healing and hardening effect on 
tender gums. It also counteracts bad 
breath. A solution of 50 per cent hy- 
drogen peroxide, used not more than 
once a day, ts valuable in keeping an 
4Anfection in check. (In the latter case, 
the services of a good dentist are abso- 
lutely necessary.) 
*" The teeth should be cleansed before 
each meal and before retiring. When 
‘this, for some reason, is impossible, 
special emphasis is placed upon the 
matinal and nightly brushings. 

This daily care should be supple- 
@Miented by special periodical cleansings 
and the semiannual visit to the dent- 
ist for examination.

SUPERHEATED STEAM 
DISINFECTING. 
N Berlin they are now disinfecting 
blankets and clothing by means of 
@ special tron and They 
are getting just as good results with 
this method, so far as killing ordinary 
bacteria 1s concerned, as they formerly 
got by the use of great steam dlsinfec- 
tors, expensive to buy and install and 
expensive to maintain. 

The machines they operate makes use 
of superheated steam for a definite 
length of time, at a definite tempera- 
ture and under a definite pressure. 
The fabric is heated from 212 to 221 
degrees in @ few seconds. In a short 
time it Is raised to 267 degrees Fahren- 
heit Ordinary garments are cleaned. 
pressed and disinfected in about one 
minute; blankets, in two to three 
minutes. Spore-bearing bacteria, such 
as those of anthrax, are killed in about 
eight minutes. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Jour- 
nal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion thinks this method 1s especially 
adaptable for use by sleeping car com- 
panies and railroads, smaller hospitals, 
sanitaria and bath establishments. The 
larger institutions may continue to use 
the large, expensive steam disinfectors. 
There is no reason why it can not be 
installed in the ordinary pants pressing 
established.
